The batile, as Rome had re- 
counted so far, moved eastward 
like a swirling tropical storm 
through the narrows between the 

Italian islands of Sardinia and 

Sicily, on one side, and the coast 
of French Africa, about 100 miles 
away, on the other. 

The Italians mentioned two con- 
Voys, identifying them as British, 
but told of attacking only one, The 
newspaper I] Giornale D'Italia said 
it consisted of about 30 ships, in- 
cluding two aircraft carriers, a 
battleghip, four cruisers, 10 destroy- 
ers and from 12 to 14 transports— 
the largest convoy Britain ever sent 
into the Mediterranean 
CLAIM “TURNED BACK” 

Evidently it had come from the 
Atlantic in fulfillment of a plan 
sO urgent that it had sailed boldly 
into the range of planes based on 
the Italian islands rather than the 
long way around the Cape of Good 


Hope thence into the Mediterran- | 


ean via the Suez Canal, 


The Italians claimed the convoy 
got as far east as Sicily where it 
was “forced to turn back.” 


The location of the battle, the 
strength and composition given 
by Rome for the Allied naval 
force and the reckless expendi- 
ture of planes in the attack on it 
suggested either that Italian terri- 
tory itself might be under attack 
or that the Allies were engaged 
in a great transfer of strength 
between Gibraltar and Suez. 

The Italian high command, in a 
special communique, claimed that 
two cruisers, one destroyer and 
four steamships were sunk out of 
one of two British convoys, and a 
battleship, an aircraft carrier, two 
cruisers, one destroyer and four 
steamships heavily damaged. 

The Italians said the convoy at- 
tacked was protected by “numerous 
units of the line and by tWo air- 
craft carriers." Spotting the con- 
voy early Saturday, Italians said 
their scout planes later lost sight 
of it and the first attack was not 
delivered until] Sunday, 

“Numerous formations” of tor- 
pedo planes, bombers and fight- 
ers then struck the flotilla, the 
Italians asserted. They acknow- 
ledged 20 planes lost themselves 
and claimed shooting 15 carrier- 
borne planes down in flames. 

“The operations were resumed in 
the early hours of this morning 
against the remaining units,” the 
communique concluded

The Alberta Cancer Commission 
appointed by the provincial gov- 
ernment in the spring of 1941 is 
still authorized to investigate and 
determine the curative value of 
any claimed cancer remedies, it 
was explained Monday by Premier 
William Aberhart, 

It was pointed out by the premier 
that a report published last week 
to the effect that an order-in-coun- 
cil had been passed by the govern- 
ment rescinding the appointment of 
the commission was misleading. 

Actually. the effect of this order 
passed last week is to confine the 
work of the commission to the in- 
vestigation of cancer and not other 

diseases. 


PREMIER'S STATEMENT 

Premier Aberhart’s explanatory 
statement issued Monday in this 
connection follows: 

“T regret that there has been some 
confusion caused in the public mind 
zby the press reports in connectio.: 
with the Alberta Cancer’ Commiss- 
ion. This commission is still author- 
ized to investigate and determine 
the curative value of any claimed 
cancer remedies. 

“It should be explained that on 
November 27, 1941, an order-in- 
council was passed appointing 
members of the Cancer Commis- 
sion a commission pursuant to the 
provision of the Public Inquiries 
Act with full authority to investi- 
gate the curative value of the 
Koch treatment for all diseases. 
“Actual effect of this order was 
to widen the powers of this com: 
mission, 

“After receiving reports and con- 
sidering the situation, the govern- 
ment deemed it advisable to confine 
the work of the Cancer Commission 
to its original purpose. Hence an 
order-in-council has been passed 
rescinding the enlarged powers of 
the commission. 

“The Cancer Commission, there- 
fore, is still authorized to carry on 
all investigation to determine the 
curative value of claimed cancer 
remedies 


NO CURTAILMENT 

“The government has no intention 
of curtailing its program in its fight 
against the ravages of. cancer.”

‘Attacking Enemy 
Units In Libya 


CAIRO, June 15.—(AP)—The 
British 8th army, after fighting a 
furious battle with German 
armored forces attempting to 
drive a coastal wedge between 
Tobruk and its western defences 
at Ain El Gasala, is “counter- 
attacking vigorously,” general 
headquarters announced today. 
“Heavy fighting continues,” the 
communique said, indicating that 
despite the counter thrusts of Lt.- 
Gen. Neil Ritchie's forces, the Ger- 
mans still are pressing strongly. 
“The enemy is attacking our posi- 
tions near Acroma in an attempt to 
isolate the troops remaining in the 
Ain El] Gazala salient,” it said. 
Ain E] Gazala is 40 miles west of 
Tobruk. 

"The battle has become fluid, 
with the Germans attacking north- 
ward from Trigh Capuzzo and our 
mobile forces in turn attacking 
their rear from the south,” the 
communique added. 

The German air force has opened 
an assault on British supply lines 
extending nearly 200 miles back 
into Egypt, an air headquarters 
commuNique reported. 

The air attacks, centred on Ma- 
truh, the railhead 10 miles east 
of the Egypt-Libya border, Anu- 
ka, a station 40 miles farther 
east, apparegtly were part of an 
attempt to hamper the movement 
of British supplies and reinforce- 
ments to the desert front, 

The communique said they were

ThirdGreat 
Sea Battle 
IsBrewing

PEARL HARBOR, June 
15. — (BUP) — The third 
great naval-aerial battle of 
the Pacific war is brewing in 
the foggy reaches of the 
North Pacific where United 
Nations forces are striking 
at Japanese who have toe- 
holds on the remote Attu and 
Kiska islands, well-informed 
quarters understood today. 

There was Mo indication yet 
whether the Japanese had at- 
tempted to press farther eastward 
but it was believed certain that 
Allied planes were striking at 
them, 

Informants here believed the 
Japanese had sent a naval force 
and a transport-borne troop force 
to the Aleutian zone, and that at 
least one aircraft carrier was in- 
cluded, with a cruiser-destroyer es- 
cort and several transports, 

It was known publicly here that 
the United Nations has consider- 
able air strength based in the Alas- 
kan area, 


SIMULTANEOUS THRUST 

It was believed that if the Japa- 
neSe provoked a new engagement 
in the Northern Pacific, they would 
be likely to make a simultaneous 
thrust jn the central of Southern 
Pacific, from bases in the Caroline, 
Mariana and Marshall islands, in 
an attempt to split United Nations 
forces. 

If they attempted to push farther 
éast in the Aleutian chain toward 
Alaska, informants said, they would 
provoke a néw major battle which 
would probably develop into a hide 
and seek engagement due to the 
prevalent fogs. 


The Japanese are thoroughly 


familiar with the area, due to 
their years long “fishing” opera- 
tions in which naval officers in 
disguise took part in order to ob- 
tain information. 

It was agreed here that Japanese 
possession of Attu and Kiska would 
present little threat to Allied bases 
to the east. 

But if the United Nations launch- 
ed an offensive, Japanese naval 
forces would be supported by air- 
planes based on the Kuriles islands 
which stretch down toward Japan. 

Well informed quarters believed 
it unlikely that the situation would 
remain static and that if the Jap- 
anese did not press eastward, the 
United Nations would push west- 
ward in an attack that might in- 
volve an attempt to smash the 
Kuriles bases in preparation for the 
first real blow against Japan itself.

Arnold's message, congratulating 
the Martin Company on successful 
use of Martin craft as torpedo 
planes, said three attacks had been 
made in the Aleutian Islands on the 
main Japanese force.

Under normal circumstances, 
without lesser Nazis trying to stab 
im in the back, Goering might be 
ble to run the Reich.

Allied Chiefs 
Out-Smarted | 
~ Japanese Navy

AUCKLAND, New Zealand, | 
June 15.—(BUP)—Allied mititary 
intelligence outsmarted the Japa- 
nese and prepared the way for the 
Allied triumph in the Coral Sea, 
which in turn led to the victory | 
of Midway island, it was revealed | 
today, 

With the announcement in detail 
at Washington and Pearl Harbor of 
the Coral Sea and Midway opera- 
tions, authorities here permitted the 
disclosure that due to effective in- 
telligence work the Allies knew two 
weeks in advance that Japanese 
concentrations were being effected 
off northeastern Australia 

The result was that the Allied 
naval, aérial and land forces were 
fully prepared and that in the Cora] 
Sea battle, like that off Midway, 
they caught the enemy in a trap. 

It was emphasized that the Allied 
naval forces were infinitely infertor 
in power to those of the enemy. 

But advance knowledge of 
Japanese plans and dispersions, 
due to efficient intelligence and 
reconnaissance, permitted the 
Allied forces to strike swift and 
unexpectedly, 

Informants said it was impossible 
fo give too much praise to the 
bombing planes “from Australian 
advanced land bases which carried 
out incessant reconnaissance patrols 
and attacks and kept the enemy 
busy for a week while the naval 
forces were assembling to take the 
brunt of the attack,

In the young Nazi is firmly im- 

bedded the idea that the Nazi 

world is the only world, and the 

German “volk” the only ‘“volk.” 

But the now-passionate Nazi has | 
not completed his instruction. In 
fact the Nazi is never “paroled” to 
ramble as he sees fit in the phil- 
osophies of the world. 

At the age of 18 he is due for six 
months in the labor service. For 
half a year he bends his back over 
a shovel, building highways or for- 
tifications. After six months at 
labor, the youth is ready to be in- 
ducted into the armed forces. Nor- 
mally he would serve two years’ 
training in arms, but today some of 
the youngsters already have served 
five years. 

After the regular service in the 
army, when and if he does get out, 
he can go to university or a tech- 
nical school.

That is partly due, of course, to 
two factors—the outstanding abil- 

ity and popularity of the Presi- 
dent and the crisis in which the 
nation has lived since 1933. But 
does this explain the decline of 
Congress? Some good thinkers 
assert that it does not, They see 
their country evolving into a 
monolithic state under an all- 
Powerful executive. They see the 
current economic revolution re: 
flecting itself in a political revolu- 
tion which tends more ang more 
towards the rule of one man. 

If there be any truth in this 
theory, it is tragic that the men 
who must denounce the growing 
power of the President are the very 
isolationists who have demonstrated 
beyond question that they are un- 
worthy of any power at all 
NEW EFFORTS 

Anyway, most Americans would 
agree with the verdict of that com- 


petent observer, Raymond Clapper, 
who writes: "As a force in our gov-| 


hill, It is endangered not by the | 
Press nor by the executive branch, 
but by its own shallow incompet- 
ency. The ignorance and provin- 
cialism of Congress renders it in- 
capable of mesting the needs of 
modern government. Consequently 
the centre of gravity has shifted to- 


There is no permanent hope 
for democracy in such a shift. 
The only safety for democracy 
rests in a powerful law-making 
body, The British nations recog- 
nize this by making their govern- 
ments subject at all times to the 
Legislature and many Americans 
wish now that their constitution 
had adopted the same principle. 
Even in the British countries the 
Legislature is generally at a low 
ebb — certainly in Britain and 
Canada, Here is a danger signal 
for our democracy which we may 
ignore at our peril, 

In the United States, where the 
decline of the Legislature is most 
marked, strong efforts are being 
made io revive it by electing a 
better Congress next autumn. The 
whole post-war settlement, since 
Congress must ultimately approve 
it, may well hang on the result, The 
continued existence of pariiamen- 
tary democracy in the United States 
certainly will depend on the ability 
of the American people to produce 
a Legislature able to share with 
the executive the unprecedented 
responsibilities of the next few 
years,

OTTAWA, June 15.—(CP)— 
British expectations for war 
munitions from Canada have been 
vastly exceeded by deliveries, 
Rt. Hon. Oliver Lyttelton, British 
minister of supply, said today in 
an address to a joint Canadian 
Club and Rotary Club luncheon. 

In terms of money Canada's 
munitions production in 1942 would 
be twice that of 1941. 


Canada was producing large guns 
and small arms. Many plants oper- 
ated at twice their rated capacity. 
Canadian aircraft production was 
now 147 per cent of what it was at 
the end of 1941 and the planes were 
of the very highest quality. 


LAUDS CANADA'S ARMY 

Mr. Lyttelton said he had seen 
the Canadian army in England, 
Canadians had reason to be proud 
of its morale and efficiency and of 
the ingenuity and resource of the 
commander (Lt.-Gen. A. G. L. Me- 
Naughton), 

The time would come, Mr. Lyt- 
telton said, when the Canadian 
expeditionary force would, write 
a page in history of which Canada 
and the mother country would be 
proud. 

Turning again to production he 
said Britain now could look to the 
production of the North American 
continent as a single unit. Only very 
recently had United States produc- 
tion passed that of Britain and 
Canada, 


CAN'T BE STOPPED 

In the United States production 
had reached such a stale that the 
hum of machines could be felt— 
and nothing could stop the rapid in- 
crease.

If each country de- 
votes roughly the same fraction of 
its national production to the war, 
then the financial burden of war is 
distributed equally among the 
United Nations in accordance with! 
their ability to pay. nd although 
the nations richest in resources are 
able to make larger contributions, 
the claim of war against each is 
relatively the same. 


NONE GROW RICH 

“Such a financial distribution of 
the financial costs of war means 
that no nation will grow rich from 
the war efforts of its allies. The 
money costs of the war will fall 
according to the rule of equality in 
sacvifice, as in effort.” 

The President said the next 
step in the war against the Axis 
would be for “our military, in- 
dustrial and shipping experts” to 
direct the full force of the “flood 
Stage” war production “against the 
centres ef enemy power.”

OTTAWA, June 15.—The Cana- 


dian manpower crisis has sud- 
denly grown acute, it is learned 
from reliable sources, and several 
measures involving wider com- 
pulsion in the selective service 
law are understood to be under 
official consideration, 


Figures are not available on the 
June 1 registration of unemployed 
but the round total in all Canada 
is expected to be less than 100,000, 
half of whom would not be employ- 
able. The national working staff, 
tabulated last April at 2,700,000 in 
the workers’ tegistration, is almost 
fully employed. But several serious 
labor shortages exist in the war 
production front, notably at Ar- 
vida, Que., and Sudbury2Ont. Sev- 
eral of the biggest and most im- 
portant industries are now short 
handed and apecial measures will 
be required to handle this years’ 
farm production program, the tim- 
ber cutting operations required to 
méet war demands, and several 
other vital aspects of the national 
production effort. 


NATIONAL POLICY 
Observers closely informed on 
labor and production data expect 
that national policy will develop im- 
minently along these lines; 
1—Labor-management committee 
will be extended throughout the in- 
dustrial front to increase efficiency 
in out-put, eut down absenteeism 
and improve labor morale. Spear. 
head of this campaign is Elliott 
Little, national selective service 
director, whose current drive to 
reach maximum efficiency with ex- 
isting staffs has produced a clash 
with production policies of the 
munitions and supply department. 
It is obvious that Mr. Little is win- 
ning his campaign, and important 
developments, are expected. 
2—More speed must be attained 
in shutting down civilian production 
in order to meet war needs, and to 
release workers for war production. 
3—The employment of women in 
industry will have to be carried to 
greater jengths. This raises a parti- 
cularly delicate issue in view of 
Cardinal Villeneuve’s recent letter 
viewing with alarm the movement 
of women from home to factory.

R.C.AF. Plane 
Sinks 2 Ships 
In Axis Convoy 


LONDON, June 15.—(CP)— 
Hudson bombers of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force attacked a 
three-ship Axis convoy off the 
coast of Holland last night and 


one plane sank two of the ves- 
sels, the air ministry announced 
today. 

At the same time fighter planes 
attacked enemy airdromes and other 
targets in Holland and northern 
France in a series of cross-channel 
sweeps from which all the raiders 
returned safely. 

Both sinkings off the Netherlands 
Coast were credited to Sqdn. Ldr. 
W. B. Cooper of St. Petersburg, Fla., 
who is known to his Canadian col- 
leagues as “Lucky Cooper.” 

Cooper sighted the convoy of 
three German ships, dropped part 
of his bomb load from a low level 
on the smallest ship, then “without 
waiting to see the result, he attack- 
ed the second ship, then the third 
and largest, for which’ he kept the 
biggest bombs.” 


ONLY ONE SHIP AFLOAT 

“There were violent flashes,” the 
air ministry news service said, “and 
when these died down only one 
ship was seen to be still floating.” 

In the fighter sweep over Hol- 
land during the night high ex- 
plosives and incendiaries were 
dropped in the centre of a lighted 
airdrome used by the Germans to 
launch attacks on Britain. Rail- 
way yards at Abbeville in north- 
ern France and truck convoys 
also were attacked, f 

A Spitfire squadron attacked Axis 
shipping in the Dieppe-Le Havre 
area this morning. The air ministry 
news service said a motor launch 
was Ift sinking and a motor mine- 
sweeper was hit.

drive presumably is to straighten 
the German line and rectify the 
damage caused by Marshal Semyon 
Timosnenko in his May offensive. 
The Germans possibly are aiming 
at establishing a strong line along 
the Donets river preliminary to 


the big push which would be 
southward towards Rostoy from 
Kharkoy and eastward towards 


Rostov from the Taganrog area on 
the Sea of Azov. 

The German effort to take Sevas- 
topol at such heavy cost could hard- 
ly be explained unless it is part 
of a Black Sea-Caucasus campaign. 
Less than a month ago an Allied 
military’ authority expressed the 
view that the Germans would by- 
pass Sevastopol and go after more 
important objectives, 


AIR SUPREMACY 

After nearly eight months of 
siege, the Germans have made the 
Black Sea naval base of little prac- 
tical value to the Russians, They 
have decisive air supremacy in that 
area and the Russian fleet has been 
obliged to use _ indifferently 
equipped bases at the eastern end 
Of the Black Sea, such as Batum. 

But if the Germans are going to 
push eastward towards the Caucasus 
from Kerch, in conjunction with the 
Rostov drive farther north, it would 
be expedient to remove Sevastopol 
as a threat in the rear. To keep the 
strongly-fortified base immobilized 
would require air forces, troops and 
artillery needed elsewhere. The des- 
perate effort the Germans are mak- 
ing indicate the importance they 
attach to wiping out the defenders, 

A German drive for the Cauca- 
sus oil is strongly indicated as a 
matter of military expediency. 

First, the Germans need the oil, 
Particularly the lubricants, Sec- 
ondly, its toss would be keenly 
felt by the Russian armies, It is 
possible, but doubtful, that the 
Russians have developed their oil 

resources in the Ural region suf- 
ficlently to keep them going for 
any long time. 

Possession of the Caucasus also 
would strike a heavy blow at Rus- 
sia’s route for Allied supplies 
through Iran, This operation would 
be directly linked with an attack 
in the Murmansk area to cripple the 
Arctic supply route. 


ATTACK DEVELOPING 

The latter attack seems to be de- 
veloping, judging from German 
troop concentrations in the Kare: 
lian area of Finland and the repeat- 
ed aerial assaults on Murmansk, 

So, while it is impossible yet to 
guess the pattern of the summer 
campaign accurately, there are 
strong signs that it will be waged 
in full fury from the Arctic to the 
Black Sea, with the Murmansk area 
and the Caucasus the most import- 
ant military objectives. There ts 
little doubt, also, that the Germans 
will drive in force against Lenin 
grad and Moscow. 


‘+ But we'd reached a point on the 
Alaska highway even our jeep 
couldn't take.

TAKING FORM 

Our boots sank in the black muck 
each step. We sucked up our feet, 
and sank them back in again. Ahead 
we could see young American army 
engineers sweating, cussing, praying 
the new road into being. 

The farthest crew hacked out 
brush. 

Just behind them—sinking shin- 
deep in muck—men whirred com- 
pressed-air saws through the big- 
ger trees. The trees in the “north 
country” grow so thickly that it's 
impossible to ride horseback be- 
tween them. 

Every few minutés we heard the 
ringing cry of “T-i-m-b-e-r!” and 
another great silver poplar crash- 
ed through the forest. One more 
tree down on the race from Fort 
St, John to Fairbanks, Alaska— 
1,459 miles away, 

Suddenly there was a crescendo 
of shouts, 

Over the newly broken road be- 
hind us churned a giant bulldozer. 
the huge iron grasshopper which 
can nudge over forests. It rico- 
cheted in the muck, swinging like 
a ship in a swell, 

“They'll sink if they take the 
right,” shouted an angry sweating 
major, “They'll sink! Get them the 
blank to the left!” 

Men shouted, the bulldozer’s driv- 
ers must have heard. The road 
giant roared through the black cus- 
tard sea and cleared. Another crisis 
had passed, 

But they come every haif hour 
on the Alaska highway. 

It's rolling out now from three 
points; From Fort St. John north 
to Fort Nelson; from Whitehorse 
west to Fort Nelson; and both ways 
from Fort Nelson to meet the St. 
John and Whitehorse crews, Rough- 
ly the road will travel from Fort 
St, John to Fort Nelson, Watson 
Lake, Whitehorse, Fairbanks. 


DEMAND FOR SPEED 

It's the demand for speed that 
makes the problem, Everything 
B0es on at once, There's no time 
for desk planning. The surveyors 
are only 30 miles ahead of the 
clearing crews. And for both of 
them trucks must keep rolling 
across treacherous muck to bring 
the food they eat, the machinery 
they work with, 

The men working on the road 
never stop except to snatch sleep 
in the sunny nights of the north 
country, They've had no leave 
since the first troops arrived 
March 9. They'll get none. 

They want more fresh meat, mos- 
quito nets, chewing gum and more

They sleep in pup tents, eat army 
field rations. They're getting thin 
and hard.

Mr. Brockington’s who said he 
would leave for England in a month 
to take a post as advisor on Empire 
affairs to the British ministry of 
information, declared: “For five 
years China has fought Ameria’s 
war and our war and her own, Rus- 
sia today fights Britain's war and 
her own. For the two most 
glorious years in her history, Bri- 
tain fought, and still fights today 
.war for herself and her kindred, 
it is true, but does anyone now 
doubt that she fought and fights 
for the world as well... ? 


MAKES CAUSE HONORABLE 

“Today, you too fight for the 
world and yourselves, Yes, we are 
all fighting somebody else's war, 
thank God. For that is why our 
cause is honorable above all causes. 
And that is one reason, too, why the 
flags of freedom, some whole, some 
torn, some tattered, some in shreds, 
flew together in this great-hearted 
j}land today. N 

“And the other truth we have 
recognized today is just this 
simple truth as long as the 
flags fly together in war. we shall 
conquer in the sacred sign of 
God's fatherhood ‘4 

Mr. Brockington’s address was 
carried on the national network of

Speaking of America's entrance 
into the war, he said: “The free 
frontier has reached for the gun.

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Tokyo Concedes Something 


Through the Swiss Government ar- 
rangements have been made for an ex- 
change of “nationals” between Canada 
and Japan. This will not affect prisoners 
of war, government officials, nor people 
of one country origin who have become 
naturalized in the other. But non-official 
and non-military Canadians who were 
caught by the war in Japan or in territory 
which Japan has occupied will be allowed 
to return home; the same permission being 
extended to Japanese subjects who were 
shut in Canada when the outbreak oc- 
curred, 

Japan will profit by the exchange, be- 
cause most of its “tourists” and other na- 
tionals in Canada are soldiers or sailors 
on the reserve list—or on leave for spy 
duty. Canada hadn’t many soldiers or 
navymen in pre-war days, and was not in- 
terested in spy work. This is probably 
why Tokyo consented to the trade; it is 
bound to get the better of the deal in the 
military sense. 

However that may be, it is good news 
that the Canadians are coming home, and 
the Swiss authorities again deserve thanks 
for their activity in mitigating the hard- 
ships caused by the war in the Pacific. 


On A Clear Footing 


The establishment of full diplomatic 
relations with Russia should be approved 
by Canadians. To not take this course 
would be curious in the circumstances, and 
following the agreements signed at London 
and Washington. 

Russia is now our ally, not only for the 
war, but for the years which will follow 
the war. It has agreed to the principles 
laid down in the Atlantic Charter. To treat 
it with anything less than full confidence 
would be to question both Moscow’s sin- 
cerity and the judgment of the British and 
United States Governments. 

Consular relations were established 
four months ago, mainly because Russian 
representatives in the Dominion could 
facilitate the sending of Canadian muni- 
tions to Russia. With each country having 
a resident minister in the other, still better 
corelation of efforts may be expected in 
wartime, and following the war the ma- 
chinery will already exist for putting 
trade and other matters on a reconstruc- 
tive footing. 

Canadians can still think as they please 
about communism and about some of the 
dark chapters in Soviet history; but Rus- 
Sia has fought itself off the black list, and 
it is the future —not the past —that is 
important, 


Why Attu ? 


The one thing certain about the Attu 
island affair is that Attu is not the des- 
tination at which Toyko’s ambitions in 
this direction are aimed. Planting a Jap- 
anese force on a rock in the fog zone is not 
an end in itself, but only a manoeuvre 
with some other purpose in view. 

Maybe it is a “face saving” exploit; no 
doubt Tokyo was in need of some face- 
lifting after it had digested the news from 
the Coral Sea. Perhaps it is a diversion 
dodge, intended to occupy the attention of 
United States naval and air forces while 
another blow is directed at Honolulu. It 
may be a defence move, an attempt to es- 
tablish a look-out station against Ameri- 
can air raids on Japan. Perhaps it is the 
first hop in a plan to invade Alaska or 
Canada’s coastal zone; the island lies about 
half-way between Tokyo and Vancouver. 

Whatever the object, it can be surmised 
that Attu island is going to be an un- 
healthy place for the enemy landing forces. 
It is well situated for bombing attacks 
from Alaskan bases; even fighter planes 
can fly that far. And that Japan will risk 
any considerable part of its naval forces to 

rotect the occupation contingent is not 
kely; it has more important business to 
attend to elsewhere. 

The Attu island episode does not make 
any less likely an attack on our western 
coast; rather the contrary. This the mili- 
tary men of Canada and the United States 
are not forgetting. The public should not 
be misled either, 


Bond-Holders Would Benefit 


It would be to the long run advantage 
of the holders of Edmonton bonds if they 
agreed to a refunding scheme that would 
cut down the interest rates on these bonds. 
Their investments would be safer. What 
they lost in interest money would be made 
up by the strengthening of their security. 
While it is true they have thus far received 
every cent due them, these payments were 
only made during the bad years by exces- 
Sive taxation, which has only been slightly 
reduced and is not in prospect of any sub- 
stantial reduction without a cut in the 
capital charges which have to be met. That 
Edmonton could weather another depres- 
sion without defaulting is by no means a 
certainty. Older cities as large as it went 
under in the first storm—and the bond- 
holders suffered thereby. 

To keep up the interest and capital 
payments Edmonton had to neglect its 
Streets and parks, skimp in every way pos- 
sible, and is now showing the results. It 
is away in arrears in the matter of keep- 
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traction it offers to outsiders to come here 
to live and invest money. The more homes 
and home-owners there are in the city, the 
better will be the security against which 
the bondholders have loaned their money. 
If high taxes and untidy appearance are 
handicaps to city growth and investment, 
these are handicaps which the city's credi- 
tors should want removed. 

These are facts which the bondholders 
cannot in their own interest afford to ig- 
nore, They should therefore be willing 
to give favorable attention to the effort 
the city council is making to bring about a 
refunding of the debt. 

The city is now paying interest out of 
proportion—double the rates paid by 
cities in the United States.

Looking Backward 


From The Bulletin Files 


1892 — 50 Years Ago 


Rey. J. Gough Brick, of Shaftsbury, Church 
of England mission, on Peace River, who was 
in town last week, went to Peace river first in 
1882, being sent by the C.M.S, He spent five 
years at Dunvegan, the principal H.B, post on 
Peace river and where the Indians mostly 
congregate, He had not lived long in Peace 
river before he became convinced that it was 
necessary to preach the gospel of work and 
bread to the Indians as well as the gospel of 
grace, Therefore, in 1885, he commenced the 
cultivation of a farm at Old Wives lakes, on the 
Tear of Fort Dunvegan. At Dunvegan, on the 
low flat of the river, raising crops has been a 
perfect success for the past 40 years, and he 
Was anxious to try if the more inviting upland 
would do as well, The first crop was moderately 
good, The 1886 crop was splendid. Encouraged 
by the results of these two years, and yet warn- 
ed that the upland was not as certain for crop 
raising as the river flat, Mr. Brick projected 


“ his present mission on the flat on the north side 


of the river, about 15 miles above the crossing 
of the Peace on the trail from Slave lake to 
Dunvegan, and about 50 miles below the latter 
place. Mr. Brick left Peace River in 1887, and 
spent a year and a half in Ontario raising money 
for his mission and was successful in raising 
about $5,000. With this he purchased a complete 
farming outfit, including horses, cattle, poultry, 
a flour mill to run by horse power, a threshing 
machine, a reaping machine, mowing machine, 
wagons, ete, and returned to Peace river in 
the fall of 1888 .. . Besides work of teaching 
and christianizing the Indians, Mr. Brick is 
doing good service to the country by practically 
demonstrating the agricultural capabilities of 
the Peace River region,

On 
this great, rich, fertile continent, 
we have a serious responsibility 
to our own people and to the 
hungry world. 

Every single productive acre 
in North America should be 
specifically charged with the 
production of a required type of 
food. 

Without some such arrange- 
ment, we will never have total 
production. Without total pro- 
duction, we will never have total 
war. And without total war, we 
cannot win the victory.

NEW YORK, June 15.—(AP)— 
Germany’s answer to Allied 
threats of a second front this year 
is to be an extension ef unre- 
stricted submarine warfare over 
the entire North. Atlantic directly 
to the Canadian and United States 
coast, the German radio an- 
nounced Saturday night, 

The announcement said: 

"The operations area in which at 
all times military action must be 
reckoned with has been enlarged 
to extend to the American coast 
across the Atlantic ocean. 

“This was caused by the fact that 
the United States entered the war, 
and furthrmore, by the develop- 
ment which naval warfare has 
taken since then off the American 
seaboard. Every ship which will 
sail in this area after June 26 is 
subjecting itself to destruction. 

“The German government ‘there- 
fore is warning against sailing in 
the hazardous area which extends: 


ZONE DEFINED 

“From the Belgian coast three 
degrees east, of 62 degrees north, 
three degrees east and 68 degrees 
north, 10 degrees west to the coast 
of Greenland along 68 degrees 
north; then along the Greenland 
coast to Cape Farewell and from 
there to Cape Harrison; thence 
along the coast of Canada, the 
United States of America to Key 
West; from there along 26 degrees 
north, 60 degres west, 45 degrees 
north, 20 degrees west and 45 de- 
grees north, five degrees west and 
then to the French coast at 37 de- 

grees, 30 minutes north.” 

This charted a line ruMning 
north from the Belgian coast 
through the centre of the North 
Sea, then westward to include 
the waters of Iceland 
Greenland, then south along the 
Canadian and United States 
shores to the West Indies, 

Speaking of the recent Anglo- 
British treaty and U. S.-Russian ac- 
cord the Berlin radio said: 

“The only point which might be 
of interest when viewed from a 
strictly dispassionate and strictly 
realistic angle, is the alleged de- 
cision to set up a second front in 
Europe this year. 


“WELCOME” INVASION 

“That, of course, is a hope per- 
haps not sO much of the democra- 
cies themselves as of their hard- 
pressed Bolshevik allies, a hope 
which, paradoxical as it may seem, 
is shared by the German army, 
whose forces are itching to give a 
warm reception to any Allied ex- 
peditionary force which might at- 
tempt to fulfill the demand from 
Moscow.”

United Nations Pledge 
Selves Anew To Banish 


~ Axis Tyranny From World

The United Nations dedi- 
cated themselves anew yes- 
terday, in a world-wide cele- 
bration of flag-day, to put- 
ting an end to Axis tyranny 
and establishing a peaceful 
order in which all men can 
enjoy freedom, security and 
justice. 

From Cape Town, Washington, 
London, Moscow and Chunking, 
the hope of Allied victory and 8 

better world was expressed, 

In Washington, President Roose- 
velt. welcomed Mexico and the 
Philippine Commonwealth into the 
alliance, raising to 28 the number 
of nations pledged to win the war, 
and re-asserted his belief that the 
people of these lands “know that 

\ their faith cannot be broken by any 
| man or any force,” 

Leighton McCarthy, Canadian 
minister to the United States, said 
in a broadcast from Washington 
that the spirit which guided the 
United Nations into the war “will 
guide them jn the world-wide re- 
construction” after the war, 


COMPLETE TRIUMPH 

“We will pursue this struggle to 
a complete and decisive triumph, 
not for vengeance of our dead but 
for the safety of our children,’ Mr. 
McCarthy said. 

In Great Britain 1,100,000 flags 
flew and throughout the Empire 
people heard a message from Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill, 

“In this ceremony,” he said, 
“we pledge to each other not 
merely support and succor till 
victory comes but that wider 
undersianding, that quickened 
sense of human sympathy, that 
recognition of common purpose 
of humanity without which the 
suffering and striving of the 
United Nations would not achieve 
ite full award.” : 

Broadcasting to the Chinese 
people, Sir Stafford Cripps, Britain’s 
Lord Privy Seal, declared: “The 
time will come when we and 
America can strike Japan and then 
together with you, our brave 
Chinese Allies, we will win that 
victory which our combined power 
makes inevitable.” 


LONDON PARADES 

All of the armed services and all 

types of war workers paraded in 
London in mid-afternoon. King 
George and Queen Elizabeth from 
a dais at the gates of Buckingham 
Palace reviewed the marchers. Witi 
them were the two princesses and 
the Princess Royal, King Haakon of 
Norway, King Peter of Yugoslavia, 
Prince Bernhard, husband of Crowa 
Princess Juliana of the Netherlands, 
and heads of various European 
governments now in London. 

Prime Minister Churchill stood 
at the side of the dais with diplo- 

mats, including U.S. ambassador 
John C. Winant and the Russian 
ambassador, Ivan Maisky. 

Among the Dominions’ service 
men were brisk-stepping Canadian 
army troops and members of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force and the 
Royal Canadian Navy headed by

Sikorski, prime minister of the 
Polish government-in-exile, sent a 
message to Polish troops every- 
where to “let the American colors 
fly from Polish masts in a sign of 
the lasting friendship which links 
us and the United States.” 

Many of the diplomats in Wash- 
ington made the day an occasion 
for broadcasting messages to their 
People. Here are excerpts from 
some of them: 

Lord Halifax, the British ambas- 
sador: “The people of America, fam- 
ous for their energy, courage, and 
industrial capacity, are developing 
their giant strength on a scale, and 
with a speed, that is truly stagger- 
ing.

Maxim Litvinoff, Russian ambas-

Export Trade Sets 
All-Time Record 


OTTAWA, June 15.—(CP)—Can- 
ada’s export trade has soared to a 
new all-time high and import fig- 
ures now being compiled are also 
likely to set a new record, officials 
said yesterday. 

May export totals, announced by 
Trade Minister MacKinnon, passed 
the $200,000,000 mark for the first 
time in Canada’s history, reaching 
$234,180,000. 

After making allowances for 
higher prices now in effect this fig- 
ure still represents an export trade 
more than double that of immedi- 
ate pre-war months. In May, 1939, 
Canada’s export trade totalled $94,- 
000,000; 

The nature of exports is not div- 
ulged in wartime but the large in- 
crease js a direct result of war 
stimulus and is referred to by Mr. 
MacKinnon as “indicative of the 
way in which Canada's productive 
capacity is being mobilized for war 
purposes,” 

The April, 1942, export total was 
$169,390,000 and the May, 1941, total 
$161,639,000.

TORONTO, June 15. — (CP) —

In a blunt, forthright speech, Mr.

3. The rubber shortage will be 
so acute tire repairs may be placed 
on a priority basis, 
TREMENDOUS PROBLEM 

Comparing the transportation 
problem to a “long-legged collie 
pup, all ears, all legs,” Mr. William- 
son said next year it would have 
to be likened to a baby elephant 
‘getting bigger and hungrier as he 
grows.” 

“"... One year ‘from now," he 
warned the association, “you will 
be up against one of the most seri- 
ous problems any group of men in 
this country ever faced.” 

Rubber alone constituted “one 
of the gravest, most ominous pro- 
blems in our history” because the 
shortage was so acute “our whole 
war program is in jeopardy.” Pro- 
duction from sources outside Asia 
—the Amazon Valley, Africa and 
Mexico—had never totalled more 
than 75,000 tons a year, 

“Place that theoritical 75,000 tons 
on one side of the scale,” he said. 


“On the other place the deficit of 


nearly 1,000,000 tons which the 
United Nations must make up, and 
I think you will agree that, on the 
basis of past performance, there is 
little to be gained by looking to 
Brazil, Africa and Mexico for the 
rubber we so desperately need.” 

The answer lay in synthetic pro- 
duction, But here too, there was a 
question mark, 


MIRACLE NEEDED 

“Frankly,” he said, “I believe it 
will require almost a miracle to 
provide the plants to produce syn- 
thetic rubber on schedule in Can- 
ada and the United States. 

“If the miracle does not happen— 
if 300,000 tons do not roll out of the 
American factories in 1942, if 600,000 
tons are not produced in the Un- 


ited States and 34,000 tons in Can- | 


ada the year after next—if this mir- 
acle does not happen, the situation 
for the United Nations will be im- 
measurably worse.” 

Planned production of synthetic 
rubber, even if the miracle occur- 
red, was barely enough for war 
needs. “Not one single pound, 
not one ounce,” would be avail- 
able for civilians. 

The “stark truth” was thet there 
was no crude rubber except re- 
serves stored up before Pearl] Har- 
bor, the “thin trickle” which elud- 
ed the Japanese navy in the first 
few weeks of the Pacific war and 
the “still thinner trickle” of wild 
rubber from Brazil and Mexico. 
Even if synthetic rubber produc- 
tion began tomorrow on g full scale, 


there would not be enough rubber, | 


because crude rubber would stiil be 
needed.

U.S. To Give Aid 
To Dependents 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—(AP)— 
The Senate approved and sent to 
the House of Representatives today 
a military pay allotment bill auth- 
orizing the selective service to con- 
sider family relationships in calling 
men for duty with the armed forces 
of the United States. 

Under the basic section of the 
measure, details of which were re- 
vised last week by a joint confer- 
ence committee, the government 
would help the four-lowest ranks of 
soldiers, sailors, marines and coast 
guardsmen support their depend- 
ents. 

Deductions taken from the men's 
pay would be supplemented by Fed- 
eral allowances which in some 
cases would be considerably larger 
than the fighting men's contribu- 
tions, 

The second section of the bill re- 
vises the Selective Service Act by 
authorizing the service first to ex- 
haust supplies of single men, or 
those without bona fide family ties, 
before calling up husbands and 
fathers.

A glimpse 
of a menu shows why it is called 
dinner, not luncheon: mulligatawny 
soup, fried salmon steaks, potatoes 
in cheese sauce, buttered carrots, 
bread and butter, prune pie, tea or 
milk. 
TYPICAL SUPPER MENU 

Following afternoon manoeuvres, 
the friendly bugles call the men in 
to a supper of which this is typical: 
beef broth with rice, cold ham, 
potato salad, cabbage, onion and 
turnip salad, raisin tea biscuits, 
cheese, apple roll with butterscotch 
sauce, tea or iced cocoa.

ed dietitian who sees that meals are | 


properly balanced in proteins, min- 
erals, vitamins and other elements 
vital to health. 


APPRECIATE FOOD 

The army lads are cheerfully blind 
to all these scientific angles. They 
simply know that these meals stick 
to their ribs. The scales tell the 
story, Despite the hard physical 
training recruits often gain more 
than 10 pounds in their first few 
weeks with the armed forces. 

Lieut.-Col. Ralph Webb, head of 
the messing and catering branch, is 
concerned not only with the de- 
velopment of diet sheets and the 
purchase of the great quantities of 
foodstuffs. He is determined that the 
cooking shall be the best. “The con- 
tents of swill can,” say his instruc. 
tions, “are the criterion of good or 
bad cooking.” 


PLENTY TO EAT 

The men are invited to eat all 
they need, but there are stern in- 
junctions against the wastage that 
follows the rejection of unpalatable 
cooking \ 


NO SUBSTITUTIONS 

Substitutions in the diet sheets, 
which might be attempted merely 
because one dish is easier to pre- 
pare than another, are not per- 
mitted. The diets, which change 
daily, can, however, be altered with 
the permission of the officer com- 
manding when, for instance, speci- 
fied items are not available in a par- 
ticular locality. 


MODERN EQUIPMENT 

The cook's job is made easier 
with modern equipment. A mobile 
cooker has supplanted the unwieldy 
army “kitchen” of the past. Five 
collapsible metal frames join to- 
gether to form a trench along which 
fire from a petrol burner is forced 
by air pressure. The cooking uten- 
sils are large square cans, known to 
student cooks as “Dixies.” They 
hold enough food to serve 150 men. 

If petrol should run out in the 
field, the cooks fall back on that 
old standby, the “Aldershot oven” 
or the “broad arrow stove.” The 
fire is built in a pit dug in the 
ground and the flames spread along 
three diverging trenches. 

The rations always come up, and 
they're always good, 

During celebration of army week 
June 29-July 5, Edmontonians are 
going to co-operate in eating “army 
rations.” Restaurants will serve 
them and they will be included on 
home menus as well.

In the case of Ceylon, he said, the 
squadron launching the attack was 
sighted by Catalina flying boats 
manned by Canadians. who re- 
ported to the base, thus Ceylon was 
warned, although the mén were not 
heard from again. 

Increase of the Canadian navy 
from a token force of 1,744 offi- 
cers and men and five ships at 
the outbreak of war, to 30,000 offi- 
cers and men and 350 ships has 
been one of the wonders of the 
war, he said. 

Canada, he said, was quick to 
realize the importance of sea power 
and the growth of the Canadian 
navy has been spectacular. 

Praise was given the work of the 
merchant marine by the minister, 
who spoke of their heroic work, 
without any “heroics” accompany- 
ing it

City Relief Costs 
Disclose Decrease 


Gross cost of spevial relief issued 
by the city special relief depart- 
ment durihg the first five months 
of 1942 amounted to $42,570 com- 
pared with $180,095 for the same 
period of 1941, it was disclosed in a 
report filed Monday by H. F. Mc- 
Kee, manager of the special relief 
department, with the city commis- 
sioners. 

The city’s share of the relief costs 
for the 1942 period was $8,970, the 
provincial government paying the 
remainder of $33,600. Last year the 
city’s cost of special relief was $42,- 
011; the provincial and dominion 
governments sharing $138,084. 

In May last year there were 2,498 
persons on relief in Edmonton, In 
May this year only 463 unemployed 
persons were registered. 

Administration costs last year 
amounted to $20,577 for the five- 
month period, and this year to 
$9,004.

The fungus which causes athlete's 
foot is commonly found on the 
floors of gymnasiums, locker rooms, 
around swimming pools and on the 
tiles in public showers. The disease 
is picked up in walking through 
such places in bare, warm, moist 
feet. As may be suspected from the 
name, the disorder is most common- 
ly found among those who are ath- 
letic. It is exceedingly common 
among university students and 
probably three-fourths of the male 
students either have or have had 
athlete's foot. The reason more men 
are affected with this trouble is 
probably they are careless about 


protecting their feet and ugually do 
not wear rubber bathing shoes. A 
second reason is that men usually 
do not give their feet the same care 
that women do, and this careless- 
ness may lower the resistance of the 
féet to the microscopic vegetable 
parasite. 

If one member of the family picks 
up the disorder, he may spread it 
on the bathroom floor at home and 
other mem#Bers may easily contract 
it, By first rubbing the Infected 
feet with a towel and then other 
parts of the body it is possible for 
the infection to spread to the groins 
or arm pits. 4 

Several forms of this disorder are 
known, and the symptoms are itch- 
ing, smarting, scaliness, redness, 
thickening of the skin and cracks 
and fissures in the skin. The part 
under and between the toes is usu- 
ally the first place involved. Ath- 
lete’s foot tends to grow worse in- 
stead of better if it is not corrected. 
The treatment of athlete's foot con- 
sists in applying preparations which 
will kill the fungi. To stop any pos- 
sible reinfection from the shoes in 
which the fungi continue to grow, 
powdered sulphur may be sprink- 
led into the shoes twice a week at 
night, shaking the shoes out well 
the next morning. Putting gasoline 
on the shoes and allowing them to 
dry wili also kill the fungi. All 
stockings should be boiled if pos- 
sible, or woolen hose should be sent 
to the cleaners. 

Until your feet are healed, do not 
go barefoot in a shower or along 
runways used by the public. I have 
found that local treatment of the af- 
fected area with strong ultra violet 
ray is very beneficial as the fungi 
are thereby destroyed. Whatever 
treatment is used one must per- 
severe, since one small unhealed 
patch will be enough to start the

rules: (1) Do not walk barefoot, use 
slippers or rubber shoes.

Cook carrots with onion, parsley 
and water until they are tender. If

He warned that this is a “grim 
year" for the United Nations, grim 
for the ordinary man in the street 
as well as the man in uniform, and 
grim for those concerned with the 
task “of keeping Canada in motion 
even though the brakes of rubber, 
steel and oil shortages drag on our 
wheels.” 

He said the program of eliminat- 
ing the curtailing interurban bus 
service where there was duplication 
with rail services and other bus 
facilities was proceeding. Most of 
the vehicles thus released have 
been swung over to direct war 

| work. 
| DEMAND TO INCREASE 


But it was doubtful whether “any 
considerable pool” of second-hand 
equipment could be built up by 
autumn, “The demand is likely to 
increase faster than the supply.” 

Mr. Gray added that the greatest 
demand will come in the heavily 
industrialized centres of war indus- 
try like Halifax, Saint John, N.B.; 
Quebec, Arvida, Que; Montreal, 
Toronto, Hamilton, the Niagara 
peninsula, Windsor, Ont.; Sudbury, 
Ont.; Fort William, Winnipeg. Van- 
couver, Victoria, “and many others.” 

Canada was largely dependent 
upon American manufacturers for 
equipment. Last May 21 an offi- 
cial order in Washington placed 
all transit. vehicles under alloca- 

tion by the War Production Board. 

He said “arrangements have been 
completed whereby the authorities 
at Washington will accept the 
recommendations of the transit con- 
troller as sufficient endorsement of 
purchases of busses for Canadian 
operations from United States manu- 
facturers.” 


MAIN OBJECTIVE 

One of the transit control's main 
objectives was to divert transit faci- 
lities from non-essential routes serv. 
ing war industzies. 

“The necessity arises the general 
public must be prepared to adjust 
itself to unavoidable new condi- 
tions," Mr. Gray told the associa- 
tion. He warned that a huge in- 
crease of non-essential passenger 
travel on busses, resulting from re- 
Strictions on purchase of auto- 
mobiles and on gasoline and tires 
by the pleasure driver. would de- 
feat the objective of such restric- 
tions. 

“The phrase ‘travel rationing’ has 
been used more or less vaguely,” 
Mr. Gray continued 


“One thing is certain, as greater 
and greater proportions of the 
travel now being handled by pri- 
vate cars is diverted to public 
transit, the facilities jus¢ won't 
carry everybody. We must assure 
that those who have reason to 
move are carried and that inci- 
dental and unessential riding is 
discouraged.” 

Curtailments already put into ef- 
fect had meant these savings in bus 
miles to date: In British Columbia, 
75,000; in the prairie provinces, 
1,250,000; in Ontario, nearly 2.000,- 
000; in Quebec, some 3,000,000; in 
the maritimes, 750,000. 

“This is-a total of well over 7,000,- 
000 bus miles per year,” Mr. Gray 
said. “It is a saving of thousands of 
pounds of rubber, and perhaps 1,- 
000,000 gallons of gasoline.”

WASHINGTON, June 15.—(AP) 
—President Roosevgit, welcoming 
Mexico and the Philippines into 
the United Nations alliance 
against the Axis in a White House 
Flag Day ceremony yesterday 
asserted confidently that: 

“We of the United Nations have 


the power and the men and the will | 


at last to assure man’s heritage.” 


He said the peoples of the United | 


Nations are “taking the sword from 
the oppressors’ hands,” and with it 
“they will destroy those tyrants,” 
Prior to yesterday, 26 nations, in- 
cluding Great Britain, the United 
States, Canada, Russia and China 
had adhered to the “declaration by 
United Nations” of January 1 em- 
bracing the four freedoms of the 
Atlantic charter and pledging each 
Signatory to use its full resources 
in the war and not to conclude a 
separate peace with the enemy. 


TOTAL NOW 28 

Adherence by Mexico and the 
Philippines brought the total to 28 
nations and commonwealths. 

Surrounded by Dr. Francisco 
Castillo Majera, the Mexican am- 
bassador; President Manuel Quezon 
of the Philippine Commonwealth, 
and the diplomatic representatives 
of 25 other signatories, Mr. Roose- 
velt declared: 

“Today the Republic of Mexico 
and the Commonwealth of the 
Philippine Islands joins us. We 
welcome these valiant peoples to 
the company of those who fight 
for freedom.” 

Mr. Roosevelt spoke to the diplo- 
matic representatives in the state 
dining room of tae White House, sit- 
ting at a table used by President 
Lincoln, The ambassadors and min- 
isters of the governments allied 
against the Axis stood beside the 
flags of their countries forming a 
huge “V” on each side and to the 
rear of the president 

As the Mexican ambassador and 
President Quezon added their signa- 
tures to the ‘declaration of the 
United Nations,” the president ree 
marked:

Conviction Of 
Medical Groups 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—(AP) 
—The United States court of 
appeals today upheld the convic- 
tion of the American Medical 
Association and the Medical 8o- 
city of the District of Columbia 
on charges of illegal restraint of 
trade in violation of the anti-trust 
laws. 

The two organizations were con- 
victed in district court last year of 
attempting to thwart the aims of 
Group Health Association, a co- 
operative of federal government 
employees. 

Justice James Proctor fined the 
American Medical Association $3,500 
and the District Society, $1,500. 


INDIVIDUALS ACQUITTED 

All individual defendants named 
in the indictments along with the 
two or@anizations were acquitted at 
the trial. 

Discussing the contention of the 
organizations concerning their 
power to effect a reasonable regu- 
lation of the practice of medicine, 
the unanimous opinion of the appeal 
court said in part: 

“The situation which confronts 
appellants, and they have sought 
to control, is not confined to the 
medical profession alone. Pro- 
found changes in social and econ- 
omic conditions have forced mem- 
bers of all professional groups to 
make readjustment. 

“The fact that these changes may 
result even in depriving profes- 
sional people of opportunity former- 
ly open to them does not justify or 
excuse their use of criminal 
methods to prevent changes or to 
destroy new institutions. Lawyers, 
too, have seen, during recent de- 
cades, large scale changes in their 
professional work. There was a 
time when lawyers worked entirely 
on fees or retainers, in particular 
cases and controversies; now many 
of them are salaried employees on 
the staff of large corporate indus- 
trial and financial organizations.” 

The doctors employed by the 
Group Health Association were sa!- 
ried. 
CHALLENGE ADEQUACY 

At another point the court said: 
“Professions exist because the 

people believe they will ‘be better 
served by licensing especially pre- 
pared experts to minister to their 
needs. The licensed monopolies 
which professions enjoy constitute, 
in themselves, severe restraints 
upon competition. But they are re- 
straints which depend upon capacity 
and training, not special privileges. 
Neither do they justify concerted 
criminal action to prevent the peo- 
ple from developing new methods 
of serving their needs, 


“The better educated laity of 
today questions the adequacy of 
Present day medicine. Their chal- 
lenge finds support... from sub- 
Stantial portions of the medical 
Profession iteelf, The people give 
the privilege of professional 
monopoly and the people may 
take it away.” 

The court refused to set aside 
the verdict against the two organ- 
izations On the grounds it was in- 
consistent when it convicted them 
and acquitted the individual de- 
fendants, saying “complete identity 
of participation in the conspiracy 
was not necessary upon the part of 


the participants, either in fact or} 


in law.’
